The 
Price 
of 
Wheat 


A Chicago dispatch says: The Fann- 
ers' Alliance, and rhrouirh that body, 
Ihe or^ianized farming interests repre- 
senting a confederated membership of 
nearly 6,000,000 men, are about to un- 
dertake the work of regulating the price 
of wheat. 
Within a day or i\yo there 
will be sent to members nf 
Farm- 
ers* Alliance through accredUed ofii- 
cial channels, a communication on the 
subject. 
\ 


The proclamation starts out^-ith the 
followinti demand and 
stato/iient of 
fads: "The Farmer' Alliance.demand 
unanimously that the speculation for 
the future deliveries of cereals phall be 
lirohibiled. 
The greatest ciMnpetitor 
ot the farmer is the speculator,^and his 
competition is not At all fair,'^because 
he sells what he has not got and can 
sell unlimited quantities,while the farm- 
er has no more to Ofler than» nature 
grams to him. 


"The speculator sells for delivery in 
any month of the year, and therefore 
riiakes it unnecessary for the actual con- 
sumer, the miller and the exporter to 
lay in such stocks as he niav consider 
reasonably 
suflicient for his in qui^e 
menls. The farmer coming in with ac- 
tual gram finds most of his customers 
sujjplied by the speculator with.promise 
to deliver. 
He has no choice but to 
sell to the elevator man at a lovrer price 
tnaa the Chicago speculator has offered 
his promises. 
It is a competition be- 
tween grain and wind, m which the 
wind has the advantage, as the wind 
crop is never short. 


The tarmer is told that it is best for 
him to sell as quickly as possible, that 
theie is a superabundance of wheat,that 
Europe will pay no more and that if 
the United States will not sell it, Eu- 
ropeans will buy of other countries,who 
would be glad to have the trade." 


WHERE THE MISTAKE IS. 


Now there comes in the swindle. In- 
dia is the only country that has any 
wheat to sell to Europe, namely about 
thirty million bushels per year. 
All 
that they have to spare is shipped or 
contracted for long before our crop 
comes into the market,and supplies on- 
ly a small portion of the 114,000,000 
bushels yearly imported 
by England 
alone. 
People talking about Egypt, 
Australia, Argentine Republic, etc., as 
competitors with American wheat are 
either ignorant or lie,for all these coun- 
tries together have not enough surplus 
for export to Europe to leed it for three 
days. 


"But no matter how ridiculous his 
assertions are, the speculator succeeds 
in depressing prices and make a profit. 
If finally, at the end of a crop year,the 
supply get notably scarce, he ?till tried 
to hold down the prices by 
talking 
about the enormous crop that is going 
to come. This manipulation has robbed 
the farmers of this country of $¡00,- 
000,000 
in 
the last three years. 
It 
makes a difference of one hundred mil 
lion dollars per year to the farmers of 
this country. 
Whether tiiey sell wheat 
at 75 cents or one dollar, and that you 
had 10 make lower price for your pro- 
duct is due entirely to the manipula- 
tion of the speculator, 


"Now this year seems especially de- 
signed by providing to keep our larm- 
ing interests,and our wheat cropj)rt)m- 
ises to be good. 
The European crops 
are worse than they ever have been, 
and the reserves are exhausted. 
The 
home consumption has increased with 
the population, and is certainly over 
350,000,000 
bushels, probably 
360,- 
000,000, which leaves us 140,000,000 
for export. 
During tbe last ten years 
we exported 127,000,000 yearly aver^ 
age of which Europe received 107,000,- 
000 and the West Indies and South 
America 
20,000,000, 
This year we 
may have 13.000,000 more to spare, 
which, however,will go to South Amer- 
ica on account of the reciprocity trea- 
ties and Europe will back the average 
quantity ot about 107,000,000 bushels 
and no more." 


This would make both ends meet if 
Europe had a good avera.:^e crop, but 
Europe has not a good average croi^; 
in fact, it has the worst crop failure of 
the century. Yet, in sjjite ot these i^ne- 
iiominally favorable conditions, theie 
is danger, but if our crop rushes into 
thp market right after iiarvest, there is 
the danggr that most of it will have 
been bacnficed be/'jre the spcculaUun

It Rosemblos an Entrcnohocl Camp 
and is the Mooca oV Buddhism— 
A Powerful Grand Priest. 


The recent attempt on the Ufo of the^ 
Czarewitch in Japan has deepened the- 
interest taken in tho struggle going on 
in that country between the partisans of 
the old and the new order of things.. 
Among tho many narratives, descriptions, 
and stories lately published in Europa- 
about Japan, one of the most picturesque- 
has been furnished to the Journal des' 
JJebats^ of Paris, by a friend who had re- 
sided the last few years in the Eastern; 
Empire, 
A few extracts from his con- 
tribution to the famous Paris paper may 
prove interesting. 
Long before the ar- 
rival of the Czarewitch in Japan, the- 
newspapers of Tokio filled '^^leir columns, 
with comments on his approaching jour- 
ney. 
One of them, the Hotshi JSkivibutiy, 
a widely circulated sheet, and the orgaa 
of the Liberal party, said '»the Czar's- 
son is coming to Japan, evidently with 
the intention of surveying some portion 
of mir territory, which will be snatched 
from us, afterward, by Russia." 
It is- 
easy to understand how those incite- 
monts of a political nature, combined 
with religious elTervescence, may have- 
led a fanatic to satisfy, by an attempt 
against the Cziirewitch, the hatred of the: 
low classes in Japan toward the **barba- 
rians" of Europe. 


Kioto, the scene of the assault, is the-- 
holy city of the Empire, the one where-- 
can be seen the true ''Nippon." 
It is a. 
kind of intrenched camp, and a Mecca, 
of Buddhism. 
Formerly, it was named 
Myako, 
that is ''The Capital." 
For- 
many centuries the Emperors resided 
there, surrounded by courtiers whose 
great preoccupation was to shave off 
their eyebrows and to keep their teeth 
well 
*'lacquered," 
The 
Bonzes, 
or 
priests, made of the city a vast pagoda^ 
where they ruled liko kings, 
sparing 
nothing in order to dazzle the eyes and 
inspire fear and respect. 
It is there^ 
despite the lire which devoured a posi- 
tion of Kioto, during the struggle for 
the attempted restoration in 1S6S of the- 
Imperial power, that people must go, if 
they are anxious to sec Japanese archi- 
tecture in all its splendid luxury, and to» 
understand the degree of fanaticism pre- 
vailing among certain Buddhist sects. 
Here is, for instance, Hongouandzi, the: 
principal temple of the *^Monto" sect. 
It is divided in two parts, one is the- 
temple proper, the other is the residence' 
of the grand priest or supreme pontiff. 
The temple proper is an immense wooden 
building, supported by columns three 
feet in diameter. 
But it is not there 
that you must look for ornaments and 
luxury. 
Buddha did not need them^ 
and the grand priest has reserved them, 
for himself. 
Its residence is covered in- 
side and outside with admirable sculp- 
tures; 
the great reception 
parlor is- 
twenty-five feet long, and thirty-five feet. 
' wide, with the throne of the pontiff a t 
the further end. The walls were painted 
by the mo£,t celebrated artists of tbe 
thirteenth century. 
The Hall of Faas- 
has its ceiling entirely covered with fans- 
of every imaginable shape and color. 
There are also the Hall of Books, the: 
Hall of Cranes and many others, la 
which the decorating artists have dis- 
played incredible patience and cruJUion. 
Their works represent the tales of a. 
strange mythology. 


The grand priest of 
Kioto is a 
power 
which the 
Government must- 
take into account. 
He can at any mo- 
ment raise a formidable army of monks- 
and the history of Japan is filled with 
the narratives of civil wars fommented 
by the Bonzes of Hongouandzi 
and 
Hiyezan. 
Every year, in the months of 
May and June, there arc in Kioto some- 
5ÜÜ,ÜÜU pilgrims, who come from all 
parts of the country, having traveled 
sometimes, 500 or GOO miles on foot,. 
bcííííinír along the road for a few hand- 
® 
• 
f 
t 
fuis of rice. 
It is customary for the 


grand 
priest to pass processionally on 
horse back, once a year, through the* 
streets of Kioto; and 
all those who are- 
so fortunate as to see liim, or even a por- 
tion of his vestment, are purified from 
all their sins, through that mere contem- 
plation. 
On those occasions, the pag- 
eant is gor^ieous in the extreme, and the 
whole city keeps up the festival, so long' 
as the pilgrims remain at Kioto. 
The^ 
excitement is HO intense that it would 
not be safe for a foreigner to mix too- 
freely in the throng. 
The inhabi- 
tants of the provinces of Yamato, Yama- 
sio and Ise are strong fanatics; and for- 
eigners must exercise great circumspec- 
tion, taking care especially not to tres- 
pass upon the rites. 
If a member of the^ 
Czarewitch's escort smiled 
unintention- 
ally during a religious ceremony; or trod 
with his shoes upon the sacred mats^'oa 
the floor of the temple, it would have» 
been enough to iacite a fanatic to avenge- 
Buddha. 
It is on account of iln impru- 
dence of this kind, that Mr. Mori, Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, who was* 
known to be a Protestaat, was assas- 
sinated two years ago. 
It is to be re- 
membered alto that in the beginning of 
this year, the Russian Legation at Tokio^* 
wos-etoned by a band of 
^^soshi," be- 
longing to the lowest class of 
people, 
whose fixed idea is to persecute foreign- 
ers. 


The first Mohomeiun marriage in Eng- 
land was celebrated a few days ago, 
when a Moslem lawyer was wedded ac- 
cording to the rites oi his religion to th^ 
duuichter of a Lord Justice.

Probably few Ainerieans have ever 


^visited the little Spanish, village of Palos, 
ihe at one time important seaport of 
.Spain from which Columbus sec sail oa 
iis wonderful voyage of discovery- The 
Palos of 1492 and the Paios of to-d&y 
;are vastly different. 
It was in that day 


ta. thriving rowa and important seaport, 
but to-day the banks ot tlie Rio Tiaro as 
Palos are wholly devoid of all signs of 
-docks, piers, warehouses or buildings of 
;aiiv kind: nothing but a wide morass 
-that is oversowed at high -n ater, beyond 
\vh5ch are the vice-cultured hills, and 
^stiii f&r:her back, about a half mile from 
the river, the little village of Palos, all 
Tesrige of o!d docks or shipping having 
•disappeared, not even a stick or timber 
beiag ieit to mark the spot. 


We took a small sailboat at Iluelva, an 


"important seaport of to-day, over to 
Palos, which, is situated about three miles 
-distant ii[> the Rio Tinto on the east bank, 
says A. Yv, AVheeler in the Chicago Post. 
It takes from half to three-quarters of an 
hour in fair weather to make the 
"trip. 
On 
the way we passed 
the 


jEoted ancient monastery, 
~Lj. llabida, 


-where Columbus and his son Diego were 
taken in :;ad cared for by the good old 
jprior, Juan Perz de Marefcena, during the 
long and weary waiting for the Catholic 
Jkias and queen, Ferdinand and Isabella, 
•to raake up their minds to foster Colum- 
bus in his enterprise. The white -walls 
-of La Rabida are plainly visible for miles 
•distant, being situated on u high bluu 
-near the harbor and commanding a line 
-view of the surrounding country. 


As we approached Palos we were im-

being no visible signs of port or villages. 
-Only the white walls of an old ruin of an

The little village of Paios, of about 


five hundred inhabitants, which is be-

For the decoration of the panels oi 
dados apd doors and poitions of wall 
surfaces apply a smooth thrcc-strandcd 
cord one-eighth of an inch in diamotor, 
gilded or bronzed, representing any fan- 
ciful form, such as spiral figures, which 
are just now so fashionable with design- 
ers. 
Irish or Catholic intorlacing work 
may be done in a wonderfully striking 
way with it. 
It lends itself well to tho 
tracing of the outlines of bold designs. 
The cords are coated with glue, then 
with gold-size, after ^Yhich the gilding is 
laid on. 
They aro fastened with short, 
brass headed nails.—Chicago JScrn. 


TUE * «HOUSEKEEPER'S FRIEXD." 


Tho '^Housekeeper's Friend*' is a now 
device for tho prevention of the myste- 
rious evaporation of the contents of cer- 
tain bottles which form an integral part 
of iMost domestic establishments. 
Tho 
solution of this hitherto apparently hope- 
less problem is embodied in the use of a 
bottle-locking apparatus of much sim- 
plicity. 
A circular band of metal closes 
on a hinge around the ne'ck of the bottle, 
its ends, which project at right angles, 
being provided with holes. 
Over these 
a padlock hasp is placed, and when the 
padlock is locked tho cork defies any,al- 
temps of extraction short of picking the 
lock, or breaking oil the neck of tho 
bottle. 
It has been 
remarked that a 
padlock keeps out only <^honest thives," 
but it is precisely that class who abstract 
glasvses of wine or spirits or spoonfuls of 
tea, and these can now be made secure. 
It has been suggested that this lock will • 
be specially sc»'viceable to travelers. 
In 
cases, too, where dangerous medicines 
are being used such a method of distin- 
guishing them and possibly preventing 
their 
being 
administered 
indiscreetly 
would 
seem a wise prcaaution.—New 
York Commercial 
Advertiser. 


L A C E C U R T A I N S — N O W 
T O 
LAUITDRT. 


Many housekeepers who can but ill 
afi'ord the expense send their laco cur- 
tains to the h\undry to be done up for 
the summer, from the mistaken idea that 
they cannot be properly laundricd 
at 
homo; yet if they would take the trouble 
to oversee the work, they would bo sur- 
prised 
to find how satisfactorily and 
easily it may be done in their own kitch- 
ens by an ordinary servant. 


As iaoon as tho curtains are taken down 
they should be well shaken, to freo them 
from dust, and put in tepid water in 
which a little Pearlme has ])een dissolved, 
and 
worked carefully with the hands 
through 
several 
waters, 
but 
never 
soaked, through a mistaken idea 
that 
thev will wash more easily. 
Wüen per- 
fectly clean the curtains should be rinsed 
through blue water, and then lay them 
in starch water, or, better still, in a thin 
solution of gum-arabic, after which they 
should be squeezed and not wrung. 
The 
greater the speed in drying the work the 
more saatisfactory it will be, as lace 
shrinks more than 
any other goods. 
When ready to dry they should be fas- 
tened 
ih a 
pair of 
frames—quilting- 
frames will answer—on which should be 
arranged small hooks to fasten the laco 
with. 
The curtains should be stretched 
to their full length when put 
on the 
'frames, which can beset on chairs to 
dry. 
If the frames are not convenient 
pin clean sheets 
down over carpets, or 
on a clean carpet in a vacant room, and 
stretch and pin the curtains over, being 
careful to smooth out and pin the edges 
of the lace in proper shape. 
The cur-» 
tains should dry in a few hours, v/hen 
they may be 
taken from tho framea 
or sheets, gently shaken and hung up. 
They will require no ironing, and look 
as dainty and fresh, from the expendi- 
ture of 
a few hours' time and 
a littJ«i 
care on tho part of the housekeeper, as 
if done i>t a 
profcssiorjal laundry at a 
cost of several dollars.—Courier-Journal*
